Special PE Program 
Works Minor Miracles

Jimmy is five. When he went to nursery school he had to crawl up the steps or be earned. 
Now he can climb unaided. 
,

A small thing perhaps—but very important to Jimmy and his parents—and one of severa 
minor miracles accomplished in the Plano Independent School District s adapted physical 
and developmental education program. 
The program, which was initiated last year, takes children who have perceptualor motor 
problems and helps them learn skills needed in day-to-day life Emotionally disturbed 
children and those with multiple handicaps can also benefit from the experience of being a 
success at activities most children take for granted. 
“Our program supplies a little boost for the ego,” Instructor Mike Conroy explains. 
‘‘When these children try to compete with others in games or sports, they often fail because 
of phvsical disabilities. By working with them individually to build up their weaknesses, we 
can replace the youngsters in the classroom to compete on a more equal basis. 
“Whenever possible, children with language or learning disabilities are integrated in o 
the regular school day in Plano,” he adds. “ In our program, we play games to develop 
confidence as we give what amounts to physical therapy treatments. The children learn 
safety skills and relate these activities to their home lives.

$487,000. This represents a 
significant increase over the 
7,781 Planoites who received 
$255,331 in 
United Way 
services the prior year. 


“ When it com es right 
down to it, Plano receives a 
heck of a lot more from 
United Way than we raise- 
about $10 for each $1 we 
contribute,” Roberts ob­ 
served. “I think it’s best 
summed up in the campaign

Helping People.’ That s what 
it’s all about,” he concluded.

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—The Press and the American Revolution — 
Port Bill Closes All Shipping

The Boston P ort Bill, 
closing the town to all 
shipping, went into effect 
June I, 1774. It was a day of 
m ourning 
and 
dem on­ 
strations not only in Boston, 
but 
in 
other 
p arts 
of 
America, too. 
Patriots of Rhode Island 
expressed their sympathy in 
the Newport Mercury and 
pledged their support to the 
Sons of Liberty of Boston 
“who have so nobly stood as 
a barrier against slavery.” 
In 
P hiladelphia, 
flags 
were at half m ast, shops 
were closed and muffled 
church bells rang a solemn 
protest. Effigies of the 


leading B ritish m inister, 
Lord North (“that blood­ 
thirsty 
w retch” ), 
and 
Governor 
Thomas 
H ut­ 
chinson 
of 
Massachusetts 
were carried through the 
streets of new York and 
finally destroyed. At other 
places there were demon­ 
strations where the Port Bill 
was publicly burned. 
Feelings Misjudged 
The British had surely 
misjudged colonial feeling 
badly. Instead of isolating 
Boston, the ministry had 
aroused 
Americans 
to a 
show 
of sym pathy 
and 
support for the town and the 
entire Bay Colony. 
How to cope with the plight 
of Boston was the immediate 
problem. As business came 
to halt, everyone in the city 
felt 
the 
pinch. 
The 


Massachusetts Spy reported 
that “nine tenths of the 
inhabitants 
have 
been 
r e n d e r ’d 
w re tc h e d ly 
miserable.” 
It seemed to Sam Adams 
and the Boston Committee of 
Correspondence that the 
only way to save Boston 
from ruin was to suspend 
colonial trade with Britain. 
The Com m ittee therefore 
drafted a Solemn League 
and Covenant by which the 
colonists would agree not to 
import or use British goods 
until the Port Bill was 
repealed. 
Not All Joined 
Not all Americans rushed 
to join this plan. Merchants 
of 
New 
York 
and 
Philadelphia, for example, 
did not care to follow the 
lead of the Boston radicals.

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Many urged instead that a 
general congress be held to 
consider measures to be 
taken. 
When the First Continental 
Congress m et, however, 
economic pressures against 
Great 
Britain were soon 
proposed. 
Nonimportation 
had helped to defeat British 
policies in the past. Why not 
try it again in 1774? Wouldn’t 
British merchants - always 
sniffing for profit in colonial 
trade - help the colonists 
secure relief? 
Importance Viewed 
P erhaps the delegates 
overem phasized the im ­ 
portance of colonial trade to 
Great Britain. But Samuel 
Chase of Annapolis. Myd., - 
nicknamed by some “Bacon- 
Face” because of his ruddy 
features - had great op­ 
timism. He declared that the 
English “are taxed as far as 
they can bear. 
A total 
nonim portation and non­ 
exportation to Great Britain 
and the West Indies might 
produce 
a 
national 
bankruptcy in a very short 
space of time.” 
Fiery 
Christopher 
Gad­ 
sden of South Carolina ex­ 
claimed, “ I am for being 
ready, but I am not for the 
sword. The only way to 
prevent the sword from 
being used, is to have it 
ready.” 
Jay’s Comment 
A m ore judicous and 
reasoned comment during 
the debate over nonim ­ 
portation came from John 
Jay 
of 
New 
York. 
“Negotiation, suspension of 
commerce, and war are the 
only three things. War is, by 
general 
consent, 
to 
be 
waived at the present. I am 


for 
negotiation 
and 
suspension of commerce.” 
Although 
some 
con­ 
servatives were opposed to 
nonim portation, 
general 
sentiment favored such a 
policy. 
The 
Continental 
Assn. (adopted 1774) was 
closely 
modeled 
on 
a 
Virginia Assn. that had been 
drawn up in the pre1 ious 
August. 
It was agreed that no 
goods would be imported 
from Britain after Dec. I, 
1774. At the same time the 
slave trade was to 
be 
discontinued. 
In M arch, 
1775, nonconsum ption of 
British imports and certain 
foreign goods was to com­ 
mence. 
Effective Sept. I, 
1775, there would be an 
embargo on all exports to 
Britain, 
Ireland, and the 
British West Indies. 


Committees Planned 
To enforce the plan each 
town and county was to elect 
a committee of citizens who 
would watch for violators of 
the Assn. Any persons found 
doing business with the 
British 
were to be con­ 
demned and exposed in the 
newspapers. It was agreed 
to boycott business with any 
colony that did not uphold 
the agreement. 
By April. 1775, the plan 
had been approved by twelve 
of the colonies, and a 
modified form 
had 
been 
adopted 
by 
Georgia. 
Newspapers and broadsides 
printed these agreements in 
all of the colonies. 
The 
colonists 
were 
disappointed in the im ­ 
m ediate 
effects 
of

Continental 
Assn. because 
Parliament was in no mood 


to give in. Restrictions on 
trade with the colonists were 
followed 
by 
a 
royal 
proclam ation banning all 
com m erce 
with 
the 
rebellious Americans after 
March I, 1776. 


The Continental Congress 
responded 
by 
throwing 
American ports open to the 
world. 
G reat 
Britain 
was 
determined to suppress the 
colonial rebellion, and the 


Continental Assn. did not 
bring the British to their 
knees immediately. In the 
long run, however, the effect 
on 
business 
brought 
pressure to give in to the 
American demands.

Pride of authorship is as 
important to the artist who 
paints with a needle as it is to 
one who uses a brush. I feel 
strongly 
that 
an 
em ­ 
broidered picture should be 
signed by the person who 
worked it though I must 
confess I sometimes get so 
carried away by a design 
I’m creating that I forget to 
sign it. 
R em em b er 
that 
e m ­ 
b r o i d e r e d 
p i c t u r e s 
frequently outlive the person 
who created them. When we 
see a lovely embroidery, 
how nice to know that it was 
done by Annabel Wood or 
Rosamund Vail in 1837 or 
1895. If you sign your em­ 
broidery, years from now 
admirers of the felicitous 
blend of colors in the design 
will know the name of the 
artist. 
At the very least an em­ 
broiderer should 
put 
her 
initials and the date in some 
unobtrusive place on 
the 
canvas or linen. In “ Mer­ 
to n ,” 
the 
flower 
arrangement on the cover of 
“ Heritage Em broidery,” I 
signed my initials and the 
year in beige, slightly deeper 
than the background linen, 
so that is is almost lost in the 
flowers at the bottom of the 
picture. 


In the cover design of 
“ Creative Canvas Work,” I 
did the sam e thing in pale 
green a g a in st 
a d ark e r 
background. The initials 
blend into the green of the 
leaf just above them and 
look like part of the design. 
Japanese artists often sign

by 
G ods 
authorization. Is it worthy of 
our faith? 
Some have been lead to 
doubt-not by a profound 
study of the Word, but by 
listening 
to 
criticism s, 
coupled with their own 
ignorance of what it really 
teaches. Many times people 
do things backward 
like 
doubting their beliefs and 
believing their doubts in­ 
stead of doubting their 
doubts and believing the 
eternal truth in God’s Word. 
The only profit to the 
critics of the Bible has been 
the doubtful praise of people 
of doubtful character and the 
rem em brance 
of 
their 
names, only because of their 
opposition to the Word of 
God-not because of any good 
they might have done for 
mankind. 
Opposition to the Word has 
been ever since the Word 
was given, but still the Book 
of 
books 
is 
extrem ely 
popular. Its blessings are 
inumerable and its super­ 
natural light is indispensable 
and 
can 
never 
be 
ex­ 
tinguished or eclipsed. 


Its Blessings Are Inumerable 


“But,” one objects, “there 
are inaccuracies in the 
Bible.” 
A judge passing sentence 
for a serious offense says, 
“You are to be shot at 
sunrise.” The offender then 
thinks, “ It will never hap­ 
pen. 
The 
sentence 
is 
scientifically inaccurate and 
therefore cannot be carried 
out. 
“Everyone knows the sun 
does not rise. The sentence 
should have been given ‘You 
are to be shot immediately 
when the earth has so far 
progressed in its diurnal 
revolution as to attain a 
position in the solar system 
from which those 
of its 
inhabitants, 
who 
are 
m em bers of this firing 
squad, may see the sun from 
the position they will then 
occupy.’ This then would be 
scientifically correct and the 
sentence could be executed. 
But as it stands, because of 
the obvious inaccuracy, I 
will not be executed.” 
This line of reasoning is 
absurd 
beyond 
com ­ 
prehension, yet, it is exactly 
the method used by many 


critics of God’s Word. 
The Bible is extremely 
accurate as proven over and 
over by archeology. It has 
been tested hundreds of 
times by thousands of people 
and has never 
been a 
disappointment to those who 
fully trust it. It has made the 
dreaded hour of death a 
glorious triumph for God’s 
children. 
Attempts to Destroy 
the 
Bible 
Ever since Eden, man has 
been in rebellion against God 
and 
His 
revelation 
of 
Himself and His will for 
man. After attem pts to 
destroy 
C hristianity 
by 
destroying Christians failed, 
there was begun a written 
attack against God’s Word. 
A man by the name of 
Celsus first wrote against 
the Bible in the first hundred 
years after Christ. In his 
book he makes mention of 
“the affairs of Jesus, as 
written by His disciples” and 
quotes extensively from the 
New 
Testament, 
thus 
corroborating the testimony 
that 
the New Testament 
appeared in the days of the 


apostles. 
The first book ever printed 
from movable type was a 
Bible. Then came the op­ 
position which for many 
years gathered Bibles and 
publicly burned them. But 
God preserved His divine 
Book and 
its power 
in­ 
creased. 
Next, the enemies of the 
truth tried to reason it out of 
existance and laugh it to 
scorn. 
It 
was 
to 
be 
a 
forgotten Book within a 
century. The century has 
passed and it is still a best 
seller, and the only reason 
the 
name 
Voltaire 
is 
remembered is because of 
his attack on God’s Book 
Then it was time for the 
infidels to make a bid for 
power.

Krister Stendahl, dean of 
the Harvard Divinity School 
and one of the nation’s most 
prominent New Testament 
scholars, offered some witty 
and sage 
advice 
to 
the 
churches aliout the Spirit 
from a New Testament 
perspective during the 39th 
annual Ministers’ Week at 
Emory Campus. 
His comments, along with 
those of others both involved 
in or interested observers of 
the charismatic movement, 
have been collected in a 
book, “What the Spirit is 
Saying to the Churches,” 
(Hawthorn). 
Stendahl says that Paul s 
first letter to the Christians 
at Corinth was his own at­ 
tempt to come to grips with 
the charismatic movement. 
He says in the famous 13th 
chapter 
the “love chap­ 
te r ” as it is known 
Paul’s 
a n s w e r to the problems 
raised by the movement, “a 
positive and yet critical 


answer.' 
“Now', Paul himself spoke 
in tongues; in fact, he was a 
great tongues speaker - if 
you take his word for it.” 
Stendahl notes, adding with 
a wry insight into Paul s 
character: 
“ As you know, Paul was 
always the greatest: 
the 
greatest apostle, the hardest 
worker, the greatest sinner 
you know the type.” 
Discounting, the “ Pauline 
exaggeration,’ 
Stendahl 
says, it remains the fact that 
Paul did speak in tongues 
and found it meaningful. 
At 
the 
same 
time, 
however, it is important to 
understand the role that 
glossolalia had in Paul s life 
for it is precisely in deter­ 
mining the role of the gifts of 
the spirit 
that so much 
dissension is sown among 
contemporary 
Christians. 
According to Stendahl, the 
rem arkable thing about 
Paul’s gift “is that for him it 
not 
the 
badge 
of 
superspiritual achievem 
ent.” 
“ On 
the 
contrary, 
glossolalia is the support and 
help that come from God in 
prayer when Paul is down 
and out, not even knowing 
how to pray.’’ 
Stendahl adds one other 
important 
fact 
that 
con­ 
temporary Christians might 
keep in mind: the gifts of the 
Spirit, 
in 
the 
New 
Testament, 
“ were 
con­ 
sidered a family affair.’ 


He compares the early 
church’s experience with 
speaking in tongues to Jesus’ 
reluctance to broadcast his 
power to heal. 


What is stake then, with 
the gifts the Spirit, Stendahl 
says, is not a theological 
question but a pastoral one: 
“ How can we co-exist when 
different gifts are given to 
different people.” 


at the thought of a God who 
will right all wrongs and give 
out punishment to those who 
are unjust. But the spirit of 
opposition is not dead, it is 
just changing its method. 
Now the opposition would 
have us believe in God, but 
reject everything else in the 
B ible- no m iracles, no 
ability 
to 
inspire, 
no 
authority to execute His will, 
no only begotten Son, no 
Holy Spirit sent forth, no 
atonement, nothing. Just do 
your own thing, regardless 
of what effect it may have on 
others, or what God would 
have you do. 
But we are beginning to 
reap the harvest from this 
now with people advocating 
the 
legalization 
of 
homosexuality, lesbianism, 
dope and all types of im­ 
morality—those things 
for 
which God has destroyed 
aviations. The Bible will 
still be here when this wave 
of opposition is gone and if 
necessary, when this im­ 
moral society has ceased to 
exist. 
Next week, we will look at 
the unity of God.

OKLAHOMA CITY (U P I) 
— P a tric ia Paddlety H orse 
is one of the few people in th e 
United S tates who can boast 
of being a fullblood Indian, 
law yer and wom an. 
D espite m any obstacles, 
she b ecam e the first known 
fullblood Indian w om an to be 
ad m itted to the O klahom a 
bar. She and law associates 
in o th er sta te s know of no 
other w om an attorney like 
her. 
“ I sit h ere and think—did 
that piddly girl th at w ent to 
W a sh ita sc h o o l—d id 
sh e 
really go th a t fa r? ” M rs. 
Horse said, leaning back in 
her ch a ir to gaze a t h er 
U niversity of O klahom a law 
d e g re e 
a n d 
s ta te 
b a r 
association certificate on h er 
office w all. 
S he d e s c rib e s b ein g a 
w om an Indian attorney as 
“ a com bination of pride and 
a slight hesitancy on m y 
p a rt.” 
Some Indians believe she 
has sold out to the w hite 
establishm ent by becom ing 
a la w y e r. She 
fe e ls 
no 
b etray al of her race. 
“ It’s not that w idely a c ­ 
cepted y e t,” she said. 
“ I 
have friends that have y et to 
con g ratu late me. 
“ I ’m fullblood and I can do 
with it w hat I w ant. I can 
speak Kiowa, I can eat all 
the Indian dishes and I can 
fix them .

The home is very

whole Plan A program which 
provides special education 
for children with learning 
handicaps. 
Seventy-six 
teachers work with more 
than 1600 carefully-selected 
students improving vital 
skills. 
Before a 
child 
is 
admitted 
as 
a 
Plan 
A 
student, his parents are 
consulted on whether they 
feel the program can help 
the child. 
If the parents agree—and 
almost all of them do—that 
Plan A is the answer for 
their child, they are con­ 
sulted at every opportunity. 
The teachers often make 
verbal reports on the child’s 
progress and his file is open 
to the parents at all times. 
Parents are also encouraged 
to help the child practice his 
new skills at home. 
Any activity involving the 
parents is just that much 
better for the child, Conroy 
stresses. Home activity is 
very 
important, 
and 
hopefully in the future, 
families will be involved in 
extra-curricular sports and 
games. 
Not all adaptive physical 
education students are in 
Plan A, however. Many 
times a teacher or principal 
will spot a child who needs 
help in posture development, 
strengthening weak muscles 
or improving coordination.
